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APPROVING YOUNG BROTHERS, LLC^S REVISED TARIFF SHEETS

By this Order,1 the Public Utilities Commission 

("Commission'') approves YOUNG BROTHERS, LLC'S ("YB," or "Young 

Brothers") proposed, revised tariff sheets, filed on 

August 24, 2020 ("Revised Tariff Sheets"), as modified by the 

updated, corrected tariff sheets regarding YB's sailing schedule, 

filed on August 27, 2020.

I.

RELEVANT BACKGROUND

On August 17, 2020, the Commission issued

Order No. 37280, which, in relevant part, approved Young Brothers'

Motion for Leave and for Emergency or Temporary Rate Relief, 

subject to conditions,2 directed Young Brothers to file tariff 

sheets to update its Local Freight Tariff No. 5A (and any other 

tariff), consistent with Order No. 37280 by 

24, 2020, with an effective date of no later than

September 1, 2020, and directed Young Brothers to make any

necessary logistical adjustments to allow it to return to its 

pre-COVID-19 sailing schedule (i.e., the sailing schedule in place 

prior to its filing of Transmittal No. 20-0003 on April 24, 2020) 

by no later than September 1, 2020.^

On August 24, 2020, Young Brothers filed its "Submission 

of Revised Tariff Sheets'' with the Commission.^

On August 27, 2020, Young Brothers filed "Revised Tariff 

Sheet Corrections,"^ stating that "[u]pon further review of these

DISCUSSION

review, the Commission finds Young Brothers' 

Revised Tariff Sheets, as amended by the August 27, 2020 Tariff

Sheet Corrections, to be reasonable and approves them as such. 

In doing so, the Commission observes that Young Brothers has 

with Order No. 37280 by making the appropriate tariff 

to update its sailing schedule, and adjusting rates 

according to the authorized rate design, and including an effective 

date of no later than September 1, 2020.^

The Revised Tariff Sheets, as amended by the

August 27, 2020 Tariff Sheet Corrections, shall take effect on

September 1, 2020.

1. Young Brothers' Revised Tariff Sheets, as amended 

by the August 27, 2020 Tariff Sheet Corrections, are approved and 

shall take effect on September 1, 2020.

2. Young Brothers' shall notify customers of the 

tariff changes, and include a copy of its current, approved tariff 

on its website.

3. As set forth in Order No. 37280, while this docket 

remains suspended for the purposes of reviewing any YB reguest for 

general rate relief for twelve (12) months from the date of 

Order No. 37280, the independent financial and management audit 

discussed in Order No. 37280, Ordering Paragraph No. I.C., will be
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conducted in the instant docket during that 12-month suspension 

period so that it can inform the Commission's consideration of any 

future rate increase requests.
